LITTLE ROCK—The Arkansas Cor- 


poration Commission listened for six 
mid a half hours Monday to argument 
about whether the interests of south 
Arkansas would be best served by 
merger of the Rock Island, Arkansas 
and Louisiana railroad by the Louisi- 
ana and Arkansas railroad, as pro- 
posed by Harvey C. Couch and asso- 
ciates, or by the continued operation 
6f the branch line by its parent com- 
pany, the Rock Island Lines. 


The hearing was called by the com- 


mission to determine the feasibility 
of pressing or abandoning its inter- 
vention, filed with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission several weeks ago, 
favoring absorption of the R. I. A. & L. 
by the L. and A. 


Scores of witnesses testified Chair- 


man Z. M. McCarroll of the commis- 
sion promised the interested parties "a 
quick decision by the commission" as 
to its future course. 


Only recommendations of the Cor- 


poration Commission are Involved, 
•since the body is without authority in 
the case. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission will hold a hearing on 
the proposed merger of the two rail- 
road companies at Washington next 
Monday. 


Labor Takes Part 


Aside from long arguments by law- 


yers representing the opposing inter- 
ests (Thomas S. Buzbee, fpr the ,Rock 
Island and C.' HamVtto'n Moses for 
the Louisiana and Arkansas) star per- 
formers at the hearing were repre- 
sentatives of organized labor. 


All the labor representatives made 


caustic references to "the Couch in- 
terests" and urged continued opera- 
tion of the R. I. A. & L. by the Rock 
Island. 


R. D. Peoples, who said he was rep- 


resenting the "Rock Island employes" 
and 21 labor organizations, charged 
that "the Louisiana and Arkansas rail- 
road had been reactionary and arbi- 
trary in its dealings with employes, and 
has "flagrantly violated" contracts 
with employes and findings of nation- 
al labor and railroad boards. , 


While A. W. Burford of Texarkana, 


counsel for the L. & A. was making 
his protest against the proposed merg- 
er, Jake Wilson of El Dorado rose and 
countered Mr. Buford's yuestions with 
queries about salaries of L. & A. em- 
ployes. He asked 
whether 
strike 


breakers employed by the L. & A. had 
been kept on their jobs. Oother labor 
representatives 
pressed 
questions 


about a strike on the L. & A. last fall. 


Flare-ups between Mr. Burford and

throughout the hearing. Wilson charg- 
ed that "if the L. & A. has been op- 
erated more successfully that the R. I. 
A. & L., ns contended by the Couch 
interests, it's because they've been 
taking it out of the hides of their em- 
ployes."

State Ranger Sweeney Copeland, Tues- 
day morning padlocked a combination 
hot-dog stand, dance and beer place 
located on Highway 67 just east of the 
city limits near Tol-E-Tex service sta- 
tion. The place is commonly known 
as "Dickey's Coney Island." 


The padlock order was in the form 


of a temporary injunction'issued by 
Prosecuting Attorney Ned Stewart and 
signed by Circuit Judge Dexter Bush. 


The order restrains Clyde Hollamon, 


Lester Crabbe, P. J. Drake and other 
persons from operating the place pend- 
ing a final hearing which will be .held 
during the July term of Hempstead 
circuit court. 
/ 


The beer place is owned by P. J. 


Drake, licensed Hope liquor dealer, but 
lias been operated the past three weeks 
by Lester Crabbe and other persons. 


The padlock order was issued by 


Prosecuting Attorney Stewart after 
numerous complaints of disturbances 
at the place and after Sheriff Jim 
Bearden( his deputies and other'law 
enforcement officers had been called 
to the spot several times. 


Because of alleged disturbances, gen- 


eral breaches of the peace and the op- 
eration of a mechanical music-box 
until late hours at night a petition was 
signed by Leonard Ellis, property own- 
er, and 13 other citizens asking that the 
place be closed.. 


It Was the *third night spot to be 


padlocked by Prosecuting Attorney 
Stewart in recent weeks, two having 
been permanently padlocked in Miller 
county upon complaints of disturb- 
ances.

and Larry Shay, song wirters, who 
point to their latest piece—"The Fly 
Outflew the Flea"—as an example of 
the modern smart title and lyric. 


'"How it got that way has no reason," 


says Shay. "Jimmie wrote the lyric 
and Terry and I fitted in the music. 
It has catchy tempo and words and 
that is all you need. As for what the 
lyric means—ask Jimmie." 


What U Means 


Eaton, who clerked in a hotel until 


he clicked as a lyricist, explained he 
started with the thought, "He who 
has has his but he who hoos, who's he? 


"It doesn't mean anything," said 


Eaton. "But it suggested the line, 'I 
don't care, it's their affair.' Then came 
the idea of mosquitoes and worms 
and flies and fleaes flying into a flue; 
then the fly outflow the flea and I 
threw in the love element suggested 
by 'Whoa, as long as I love you.' See?" 


Song publishers don't care whether 


the writers turn out mauldin love 
melodies or silly jingles about flies 
and fleas—so long as the songs catch 
popular fancy. 


"Any 
way you fgure it you're gamb- 


ling on the public," said one publish- 
er. "You think a song will be a hit. 
You sink $3,000 or $4,000 into it for 
printing, art work and orchestration. 
Then you pay your contact men any- 
where from $60 to $250 a week to get 
it started with radio singers and actors. 


"The average radio singer uses it 


twice. Unless the song goes over with 
a bang right »t the start it is already 
dying. Playing the ponies will get you 
better odds than that."

Criticizes Her 


WASHINGTON—(fl>)-A trimlyrclad 


young' , woman from New Zealand 
warned a congressional committee 
Monday that the administration's pro- 
posed wage and hour legislation would 
head America toward the "drastic and 
Socialistic labor dictatorship under 
which my dominion now struggles. 


Mrs. Leila Blpmfield, now a member 


of the New York state Economic Coun- 
cil, compared the Black-Connery labor 
standards bill with New Zealand so- 
cial legislation which she said had re- 
sulted in "regimentation" and "eco- 
nomic collapse." She assured the joint 
congressional committee studying the 
bill that "lower wages and longer 
working hours" was the correct pre- 
scription for increasing purchasing 
power, and added: 
____ 


"To depend upon high wages and 


short hours for prosperity is simply 
the taking of economic chloroform and 
eventually economic suicide." 


Black Challenges Witness 


Her argument was challenged by 


Chairman Black (Dem., Ala.) who 
characterized the New York state Eco- 
nomic Council as "a big business or- 
ganization" which has fought virtual- 
ly all New Deal legislation. He read 
a long list of utility and industrial 
firms which had contributed money to 
the council, and asserted that it had 
opposed social legislation ranging from 
the Wagner act to the proposed child 
labor amendment. 


Mrs. Blomfield conceded that her or- 


ganization had fought the child labor 
amendment because it was a "youthful 
control measure" which would idle- 
ize a large part of our young people," 
but insisted that the council was 
"strictly non-partisan." 


"Well, you were busy during the last 


campaign telling the country that if 
the Democrats got re-elected we were 
going to suffer New Zealand's terrible 
experience," Black remarked. 


He presented figures which he said 


indicated that New Zealand's produc- 
tion had sharply increased as a i-e- 
sult of social legislation, and quoted 
dominion economists as saying that 
"even the most hardboiled Tories" 
would not dream of repealing the labor 
laws.

If she has not had much 
exercise since last summer's holiday, 
such an ambitious start will overtax 
her muscles and make them sore and, 
in general, do her body more harm 
than good. 


The sensible idea, of course, is to 


take active sports as well as white hot 
sunshine in lackadaisical manner for 
the first four or five days.

Baldwin resigned as Premier. 


Baldwin accepted an Earldom. It 


was universally conceded he had eran- 
ed it. It was conceded by multitudes 
that MacDonald had also earned it. 
But the sensitive, 70-year-old political 
warrior could not forget the unkind 
things that had been said of him by 
his former party associates and could 
not endure the thought of what they 
would say if he took a place in the 
House of Lords. 


It was not funk. It was not coward- 


ice. It was the instinctive denial of 
hereditary honor by a born democrat, 
plus a shrinking form being the target 
of certain brabed tongues. When Mac- 
Donald, for the sake of his country, 
ended his second Labor ministry and 
became head' of a Natipnal govern- 
ment, inany former Socialist colleagues 
said 
bitter 
things. Some 
probably 


would have repeated them plus if he 
accepted a peerage. There would have 
been muttered talk about a mess of 
gilded pottage. 


So a very brave man turned down 


the honors his King wanted to heap 
upon him. He will remain in the 
House of Commons. He will remain 
Mister MacDonald. It is another strik- 
ing chapter in the story of a man 
wlipse life is full at romance and color 
and achievement, who often plowed a 
lonely furrow, who fpced hatred and 
obloquy and 
defeat and ostracism 


with a high heart and unflinching 
spirit. 


Lived Down War Onus

In p twinkle he became an outcast, 


beaten repeatedly when' he sought to 
find his way back to Parliament. But 
he did come back, and on January 22, 
1924, 
he whose case seemed hopeless 


had the triumph of forming the first 
J^abor minority in Britain's story. His 
cabinet fell in the following Novem- 
ber. 


His party seemed doomed for years. 


But in June, 1929, he, for the second 
time, headed a Labor cabjnet, and led 
it .until the famous summer of 1931, 
When he allowed it to fall because he 
feared certain policies of his colleagues 
—if enforced—would endanger Eng- 
land's financial safety and credit. 


That was when once more he had 


to call upon all his grit. Just as he 
was denounced during the war for his 
speech against war, so now his life- 
long colleagues in the Labor party 
with a few notable exceptions like the 
late Lord Snowden and Jimmy Thom- 
as, denounced him as axvenegade. But 
Ills King, the late George V, had pro- 
found faith in him and so did most of 
the 
country. In 
that summer he 


founded England's first National gov- 
ernment and in November, 1931, after 
a, successful election of a new House 
of Commons, founded his fourth cab- 
inet, of which he was Prime Minister 
until June, 1935, when he handed over 
the reins to Baldwin. 


Thiue Set Precedent 


His act in refusing high honors has 


three celebrated precedents. 


Sir Robert Poel was FVime Minister 


in 1834, 1839, 1881 and 1845. Ho put 
upon the statute books one of Britain's 
first income tax laws and a bill which 
still largely regulates British currency. 
He declined both a peerage and the 
Order of the Garter. 


Gladstone—England's famous Grand 


Old Man—Premier in 18G8, 187-1, 1880, 
1886 and 1892—twice declined a peer- 
age. 'He preferred to remain a great

Braddnrk did not receive the call to 


fight Griffin until the night before the 
scrap, which was the semi-final to the 
Baer-Carnera match. 


Jersey Jim was a substitute and con- 


sidered a soft one for Griffin, then 
hurling high explosives on bis way to' 
the top. 


Job Hunting His Koadwork 


All of Braddock's roadwork was 


done on New Jersey docks in the early 
morning hours—looking for a job. His 
workouts consisted of unloading rail- 
road ties from lighters to gondola cars. 


Braddock traces his improved left 


hand to this work, which is done with 
a longshoreman's hook. He had to use 
his left. He worked for weeks with 
his right hand broken. 


In early starts Braddock demon- 


strated ability to weather punishment 
under the most trying conditions. 


Against Hermany Germany Heller, 


he had a broken-collarbone. 


It was not until he knocked the pins 


from under Tuffy Griffiths that the 
public learned that he entered the 
ring with-swollen ankle. 


He battled Hans Birkie with two 


broken ribs. 


Informed that his right hand had to 


be rebroken and set at a cost he and 
Joe Gould couldn't raise in those days 
of little purses, Braddock deliberately 
rebroken it with his first punch at 
Paul Swiderski's head, and took a 10- 
found decision with one good fist. He 
fractured his right hand and thumb on 
three or four occasions. 


While a middleweight, Braddock 


twice bagged the New Jersey ama- 
teur heavyweight championship by 
flattening three opponents who each 
outweighed him by 50 pounds or more. 


Baer was beaten when he got re- 


ceipts for twice flattening and whiten- 
ing Braddock's cauliflo"wered left ear 
in the fourth round. 


Until then, Bqer suspected that he 


Was in there with Malcolm Mugg, and 
was utterly unable to do anything 
oljoul it when Braddock did not falter. 


Braddock has been on the deck just 


twice in 11 years, and the only knock- 
out registered against him was of a 
technical nature. The referee stopped 
an engagement with Lou Scoz?.a be- 
cause blood was spouting from a cut 
above Jersey Jim's eye. The wound 
required 11 stitches. 


Braddock commenced to show the 


fighting spirit .of his forebears from 
Galway at an early age. His uncle, 
another James, wus a rough and tum- 
ble fighter on the other side. Another 
uncle, Tim, besides being handy with 
his dukes, was a great runner. 


Jimmy Braddock demonstrated ear- 


ly superiority over rivals attending St. 
Joseph's parochial school of,West Now 
York, N. J., and became champirm of 
his class at the age of 10. Jimmy and 
a schoolmate, Johnny Morris, had a 
long-standing feud that lasted through 
30 bloody battles. 


The heavyweight champion's de- 


cision to undertake a ring career was 
made at the age of 13. A messenger 
boy then, he read a blow-by- blow de- 
scription of Jack Dempsey's cyclonic 
attack on Jess Willarcl from a news- 
paper bulletin board, and rooted for 
the Man Mauler. 


Dempsey still is Braddock's idol. 
Braddock's three brothers boxed. 


Ralph was a corking amateur heavy- 
weight. Joe had 19 professional en- 
gagements as a welter. Al appeared 
20 times as a lightweight. 


Braddock's fight fever soared as he 


watched his brothers. 


He entered the ring at 1C. 
A natural born scrapper who "came 


again" and tremendously proud of 
being champion, James J. Braddock 
can be counted upon to give a mighty 
fine account of himself just as long 
as his aged equipment holds together.

Senator Borah Incensed 


Over Conviction of 


Puerto Ricans 


•WASHINGTON.—Senator Borah ex- 


hibits signs of getting mad about the 
Puerto Rican situation. 


Even in the midst of strenuous bat- 


tles on major issues the veteran sen- 
ator seems always to' find a moment 
of spare time to take a crack at per- 
sons ho things arc trampling on the 
downtrodden, 'That sems now the CHSC 
with Puerto Rico. 


Military governors are anathema to 


the senator, whose gods are orderly 
civil government. The police "crack- 
down" on the parade of the fire-eat- 
ing nationalists down Puerto Rico way 
two months ago has stirred him to bit- 
terness. 


Winslilp Reports 


The first evidence of his unrest was 


a demand for a report from Governor 
Blanton Winship. Wlnshlp, a former 
army general, submitted a lengthy 
document packed with stories of na- 
tionalist outbreaks. The nationalists 
have mixed it up with police on so 
many occasions that the casulaty list 
reads like that of a World war en- 
gagement. 


Principal crime laid to the nation- 


alists was the assassination of Col. 


Frnncls Rlggs of Washington, D. C,, 
chief of the insular police, ns he was 
returning home from church. 


Pedro Albizu Campos, head of the 


nationalist party, and a half ' dozen 
party officials subsequently were con* 
victed of conspiring to overthrow the 
government of the United States; 


Although overthrowing the U. S. 


government by nn Insurrection in 
Puerto Rico would be quite a task, 
Albizu nnd his associates were con- 
victed. Appeals were carried to the 
U. S. Supreme Court which a day or 
so bnck declined to Interfere with the 
conviction. Atlanta penitentiary awaits 
them all. That leaves the party load* 
erless. 
Speeches Brewing 


The civil liberties union of New 


York conducted an investigation after 
the latest of the nationalist-police frays 
resulted in the death of 19 nationalists 
and two police, nnd the wounding of 
nearly a hundred nationalist and po- 
lice. The committee followed up by 
filing a brief in Supreme Court in de- 
fense of Albizu, whose conviction pre- 
ceded the latest clash. 


'In the brief, the committee asserted 


Albizu and his associates were being 
made the gonts of a whole series of 
crmcs, including the shooting of Col- 
onel Riggs, without any real evidence 
to connect them with the actual crimes. 


Not so, said Winship. 
Borah has been gathering data for 


some time without publicly indicating 
what lie planned to do. But on many 
previous occasions ho has expressed a 
conviction that army men arc not 
trained to be good civil governors.
